Castro Warns U.S. to Steer 
Clear of Cuban Rebellion 


Calls State Department’s Criticism of 
Kidnapings ‘Aggressive 
- Declarations.’ 


HAVANA, Oct. 27 (AP)— 
Rebel leader Fidel Castro,. in 
a personal broadcast from his 
mountain hideout, warned the 
United States last night to stay 
out of Cuba’s rebellion. 

The leader of the revolt 
against President * Fulgencio 
Batista referred to a statement 
by’ Lincoln White, United 
States State Department 
spokesman, last week after the 
rebel kidnaping of two Ameri- 
cans. White said the United 
states might have to take ac- 
tion unless such kidnapings 
stopped. 

Castro called White's state- 
ments “aggressive declarations” 
and charged that United States 
Ambassador Earl E. T. Smith 
was plotting in Havana with 
Batista to proveke direct 
United States intervention. 

‘Intrigues’ Charged. 

“If the State Department con- 
tinues to give credence to the 
intrigues of Ambassador Smith 
and Batista, thus incurring the 
unjustifiable error of leading 
the United States to an act of 
aggression against our sover- 
eignty, you may may be assured 
we will know how to firmly 
defend it,” Castro said. 

Apparently referring to 
White’s charge that the rebel 
kidnapings last week were 
“uncivilized conduct,” Castro 
said it was for the Cuban 
people and the world—not the 
United States State 
ment—to judge rebel acts. 

After the return of the two 
kidnaped Amedicans the United 
States evacuated 59 Americans 
from the northeast Cuban town 
of Nicaro, site of a nickel mine. 

Castro said this came about 
as part of a plot by Batista, 
Smith and various State - 
partment officials to bring the 
United States into the rebel- 
lion.

Adoption of the proposed 
city charter amendment to re- 
organize the fire department 
“would no doubt mean em- 
ploye layoffs” unless accompa- 
nied by tax increases, Director 
of Public Safety Joseph P. Ses- 
tric said in a statement yester- 
day. 


The proposal, which calls for 
a gradual reduction in fire- 
men’s work week from an av- 
erage of 67.2 hours to 56 hours, 
would mean either an eventual 
annual tax increase of $1,100,- 
000 or a reduction in other 
city services, Sestric said. 


Under the present setup, 
with fire-fighting services un- 
der Sestric’s over-all direction, 
annual fire losses here have 
declined by more than 30 per 
cent while national losses were 
increasing by 18 per cent, he 
said. As a result, fire insurance 
rates in St. Louis are among 
the lowest in the nation. 


“In view of this fine record 
I see no reason why we should 
tamper with the organizational 
structure of the department, 
particularly when it means 
sharply increased costs with 
the sources of revenue not in 
sight,” he asserted. 


‘Extremely Unwise.’ 


“I, too, am interested in re- 
duced hours for the firemen, 
but not before funds are avail- 
able. In my opinion it is ex- 
tremely unwise to place work- 
ing conditions such as hours in 
something so inflexible as the 
city charter.” 


Attacking the proposal on 
another scoré, Sestric said the 
provision making the fire- 
fighting service a separate de- 
partment would mean the op- 
eration “would no longer be 
under a director who also has 
supervision over such related 
services as building inspection 
and the building code, which 
are vital to fire-fighting and 
prevention.” 


The fire department amend- 
ment, sponsored by organized 
labor, will be Proposition No. 
7 among eight propositions on 
the charter amendment ballot 
at the general election Nov. 4. 
A three-fifths majority is re- 
quired for passage of each 
preposition. |

Proposition No. 7 is opposed 
by Mayor Raymond. R. Tucker, 
former Mayors Aloys P. Kauf- 
mann and Bernard F. Dick- 
mann, the Chamber of Com- 
merce and the League of 
Women Voters.

This 
would be in addition to the 
present charter’s provision 
for examinations as a basis 
for regular promotions. 

In his statement Ames did 
not comment on a major ob- 
jection cited by opponents to a 
provision calling for appoint- 
ment by the mayor of the three 
civil service commissioners to 
four-year terms coinciding with 
his term, instead of staggered 
terms under the present char- 
ter. 

Opponents point out this 
provision would make the com- 
mission subject to political 
domination, and also that: the 
seniority provisions would tend 
to eliminate merit as a basis 
for promotion.

ORDERS FLORIDA

WASHINGTON, Oct. 27 (AP) 
-— The Supreme Court today 
ordered a lower court review of 
the ward of TV Channel 9 at 
Orlando, Fla. It was the third 
such, Supreme Court action 
based on alleged impropriety 
in the conduct of Federal Com- 
munications Commission busi- 
ness. 

The court set aside a decis- 
ion by the United States Court 
of Appeals for the District of 
Columbia which had approved 
FCC award of Orlando Channel 
8 to Mid-Florida Television 
Corp. 

The court issued an order 
which said the court of appeals 
decision was vacated and the 
case sent back to it “for such 
action as it may deem appro- 
priate.” 

Justices Tom Clark and John 
Marshall Harlan dissented, 
making the vote 7 to 2. 


Basis of Action. 

The FCC awarded Orlando 
Channel 9 to Mid-Florida Tele- 
vision in 1997, rejecting a com- 
peting application by WORZ, 

nc. 


The Supreme Court’s action 
was based on a statement made 
by Solicitor General J. Lee 
Rankin in a brief submitted on 
behalf of FCC. Rankin said 
that while the Orlando applica- 
tions were before FCC, an ex- 
parte presentation regarding 
qualifications of WORZ was 
made to a commission member 
by an Orlando resident. 

Testimony about the presen- 
tation was given a House in- 
vestigating committee last June 
2, Rankin said, and FCC is 
making an investigation. 


The testimony before the | 


House committee, given by one 
of its staff investigators, was 
that an attorney for Mid-Flori- 
da had privately contacted FCC 
Commissioner Richard A. Mack 
about the case. 

Mack resigned under fire 
from the FCC last March dur- 
ing the House committee’s in- 
quiry into a contest for Chan- 
nel 10 in Miami. 

Security Question. 

The Supreme Court agreed 
to review a defense plant's fir- 
ing of an $16,000-a-year vice 
president because the Navy De- 
partment questioned his securi- 
ty qualifications. 

The main legal issue is 
whether the Defense Depart- 
ment has exclusive authority to 
rule on security qualifications 
of workers in plants having 
government contracts.

INSTRUCTIONS TO VOTERS 


On receipt of this ballot the voter shall forthwith, and without leaving the enclosed space, 
retire. alone to one of the voting booths so provided, and shall prepare his ballot for voting in 
the following manner: Should the voter desire to vote a “straight” party ticket he shall place a 
cross (X) mark in the circle immediately below the party name. If the voter desires to vote for 
one or more candidates on more than one party ticket, by voting what is commonly called a 
“split ticket,” he may place a cross (X) mark in the circle immediately below one party name and 
mark.cross (X) marks in the squares at the left of the names of candidates on other tickets for whom 
he wishes to vote. If the voter desires to vote for one or more candidates whose name or names do 
not appear on the printed ballot, he may do so by drawing a line through the printed name of 
candidate for such office and writing below such cancelled name the name of the person for 
whom he desires to vote, and placing a cross mark in the square at the left of such name. The 
squares so marked shall take precedence over the cross marked in the circle. Where there are 
two or more candidates for like office in a group, a cross (X) mark in the square to the left of 

a candidate’s name automatically votes against the candidate whose name appears within the same 
ierinsasal lines in the column under the circle in which appears the cross (X) mark, unless the 
voter indicates another candidate to be voted against by drawing a line through such candidate's 
name. All candidates of the party whose circle is marked shall be counted as voted for excepting 
where squares are crossed preceding the names of the candidates in other columns. If two or 
more candidates for the same office are thus designated, neither shall be counted. If the cross (X) 
mark is not placed in the circle immediately below the arty name at the head of the column, 
but does appear in the squares opposite the various candidates’ names, then only these names shall 
be counted for, and none other. A cross (X) mark is any line crossing any other line at any angle 
within the voting space; and no ballot:shall be declared void because a cross (X) mark therein is 
irregular in form. It shall net be lawful to deface or tear a ballot in any manner nor to erase any 
printed name (except as ptovided above in this section,) figure, word or letter therefrom, nor to 
erase any mark made thereon such voter, nor inclose in the folded ballot any other paper or any 
article. If the voter deface or tear a ballot, or wrongly mark the name or make an erasure therein, 
he may obtain one additional ballot on returning to a judge in charge of the ballots the one so 
defaced or wrongly marked. A ballot placed in the ballot box without any marks shall not be 
counted. Ballots shall be counted only for the person for whom the marks thereon are applicable; 
when a voter shall place a cag against two or more names for the same office, and only one 
candidate is to be chosen for the office, none of the candidates shall be deemed to have been 
voted for and the ballots shall net be counted for either such candidate. Before leaving the booth 
the voter shall fold his ballot in stich a manner as to conceal his marks thereon, He shall mark 
his ballot without undue delay: He shall then hand the ballot to the judge of election selected to 
take ballots. The voter shall quit and leave said enclosed place as soon as possible.

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Our Split Parties 


President Eisenhower says that the Demo- 


cratic party is hopelessly split and therefore 
should not be returned to power in Congress 
because that would mean “deadlock govern- 
ment” with “radical Democrats” warring on 
their more conservative associates. 

Former President Truman comes right back 
and says that if any party is split “it is the Re- 
publican party.” Then he cites the division 
in the Republican ranks between the “Eisen- 
hower Republicans” and “old-line economic 
royalists.” | 

All this, to quote the late Republican Wen- 
dell L. Willkie, who himself was the Republi- 
can standardbearer 18 years ago, is just so 
much “campaign oratory.” For the simple 
fact.is that both parties are rent with deep 
splits and thé campaigners on each side seek 

‘to cover up their own dissensions by point- 
ing to the cleft in the ranks of their rivals. 

The Republican split is largely along eco- 
nomic lines and it goes back to soon after 
the Civil War, when the Liberal Republicans, 
led by Carl Schurz of Missouri, tried to sup- 
plant the “regular” Republicanism of Gen. 
Grant. Many Republicans were restive under 
the Old Guard leadership of McKinley and 
Mark Hanna and Czar Cannon.

This split tote the Republicans asunder in 
1912 when Theodore Roosevelt turned ‘on his 
handpicked successor in the presidency, Taft. 
Heading the Bull Moose third party, T. R. 
assured the election of Democratic Woodrow 
Wilson. After the Republicans returned to 
power in 1921, the division reappeared, to 
grow so bitter that Old Guardsman George H. 
Moses of New Hampshire dismissed a lot of 
his fire-eating brethren from the Middle West 
and West as “sons of the wild jackass.” 

Gen. Eisenhower became the Republican 
nominee in 1952 only after a bitter battle 
with the Republican conservatives then led 
by the late Robert A. Taft. By the middle 
of his first year in office, the Cabinet rec- 
ords show, the President was so disgusted 
with the Old Guard (McCarthy, Jenner, Ma- 
lone, Bricker, Kem et al) that he talked seri- 
ously of leading a third party. He abandoned 
this idea on sound advice, but then tried to 
develop “modern Republicanism.” 

Now “modern Republicanism” too is a 
casualty and many of the original Eisenhower 
backers have disappeared or are in positions 
of lesser influence. Paul G. Hoffman is gone. 
Henry Cabot Lodge was defeated in Massa- 
chusetts simultaneously with Eisenhower's 
election. Senator James Duff of Pennsylvania 
was beaten two years ago. Senator Irving 
Ives is giving up his seat this year. Sherman 
Adams, who started the Eisenhower band- 
wagon rolling with the New Hampshire pri- 
mary in 1952 and then served for nearly six 
years as presidential Chief of Staff, has left 
the White House. These are only typical of 
the decline of “Eisenhower Republicans” in 
Washington. 

. . + 

The Democrats are split, too. But instead 
of being split in almost every state as the 
Republicans are, they are split along sectional 
lines. On the Democratic side it is the North- 
erners against the Southerners and the pri- 
mary issue is civic and economic equality for 
the races. 

This also is an old issue—one that goes 
back for decades. Actually however it has 
been more of a problem for the Democrats 
in the last half dozen years than for the pre- 
ceding half century. Touched off by the 
Supreme Court decision in the public school 
desegregation case in 1954, it was dramatized 
on a wide scale a year ago at Little Rock. 

Republicans like Case of New Jersey and 


Javits of New York are closer to Democrats | 


Humphrey of Minnesota and Douglas of Illi- 
nois than they are to their fellow Republicans 
Bricker of Ohio and Malone of Nevada. A 
Democrat like Eastland of Mississippi gets 
along perfectly with a Republican like Jenner 
of Indiana. 

So there it is—the Republicans divided and 
the Democrats divided, too. Since both parties 
have got along that way throughout their 
natural lives, there is no need to take these 
alarms by the President and others as any- 
thing but welkin ringing on the hustings—to 
call up a couple of equally old cliches. 


The Recaptured Yawn 


One mathematical theory holds that a poker 
player who breaks even still loses. That is, 
if he loses a dollar and later wins it back, 
the dollar lost represents more value to him 
than the dollar he won, and every reduction 
in his stake restricts his choice more than an 
equivalent addition increases it. Somehow 
this theory seems akin to the idea that you 
can’t really make up for lost sleep. Six 
months ago, St. Louis advanced its clocks 
and lost an hour of sleep, and now we have 
set our clocks back again, and have we re- 
gained that lost hour? We do not know how 
most St. Louisans feel about these theories 
of probable loss, but our own theory is that 
otherwise, they feel good. 


Bourguiba’s Courageous Way 

There is no easy policy available to Arab 
statesmen these days, but they can be coura- 
geous. This was shown again by Tunisia’s 
President Bourguiba when he broke relations 


with the United Arab Republic’s Nasser only - 
two weeks after his.country had joined the 


Arab League. Bourguiba denounced Nasser 
for his attempts to dominate the league and 
for harboring Tunisian dissidents who would 
assassinate him. He not only proclaimed him- 
self a Westerner, but even defended Israel 
against the charge of provoking trouble. 

These were not easy things for the Tunisian 
president to say. Pan-Arab sentiment has 
been growing in his country, especially since 
the outbreak of the Algerian fighting. He is 
sympathetic toward Algerian aspirations, but 
he also realizes that the best hope of all North 
Africa is in good relations with the West. As 
he said: “Once the Iron Curtain falls, there 
is no escape from Communism.” 

Perhaps he spoke out boldly in the hope 
of inducing De Gaulle to allow him to help in 
working out an agreement with the Algerian 
rebels. There are about 80,000 Algerian refu- 
gees in Tunisia, forming almost a government 
within a government. This not only brought 
on the unsanctioned French air raid on 
Tunisian territory a few months ago, but 
also creates daily difficulties. For example, 
there is the distribution of aid to the refugees 
when so much of it finds its way across the 
border to the fighting rebels. Bourguiba’s 
power is ‘limited, so it is not surprising that 
he is gratified by the word that the United 
States will continue to grant this aid at the 
rate of about $1,000,000 a year while

An Acceptable Plan Comes First

Weeks Out, Strauss Back 


Much-criticized Sinclair Weeks of Massa- 
chusetts has resigned as Secretary of Com- 
merce to be succeeded by even more criticized 
Lewis L. Strauss of New York, former chair- 
man of the Atomic Energy Commission. This 
change leaves only three of the original 10 
members of the Eisenhower Cabinet still in 
office—Secretary of State Dulles, Secretary 
of Agriculture Benson and Postmaster Gen- 
eral Summerfield. 

Mr. Weeks, one of the few sons to follow 
a father to the Cabinet (John W. Weeks, War 
Secretary in the Harding Administration), 
was hardly seated in 1953 until he got into 
hot water over the Bureau of Standards. Dis- 
pleased by the results of bureau tests of a 
battery additive, Secretary Weeks moved to 


discharge Dr. Allen V. Astin, a career scien- * 


tist, who was chief of the Bureau of Standards. 

This maladroit maneuver brought the scien- 
tists of the country out against Mr. Weeks in 
full force and President Eisenhower was 
forced to take a stand. In the end, Mr. Weeks 
retreated and Dr. Astin retained his post. 

Awkward though his Cabinet bow was, Mr. 
Weeks went out of office with his ears ring- 
ing with even more criticism. 


It was Mr. Weeks who recommended to 


President Eisenhower a veto for the Douglas- 
Payne depressed areas bill. This has proved 
to be a political as well as economic mistake. 
Several states now appear certain to elect 
Democratic Senators to replace Republicans, 
as Maine did, partly in protest against the 
Eiseffhower Administration’s failure to help 
these regions of chronic underemployment. 
Since so many Americans breathed a sigh 
of relief when the embattled Adm. Strauss 


departed from the AEC, it is more than a 


little strange that he should turn up with a 
seat in the Cabinet. As AEC chairman he was 
frequently less than candid and at times his 
public statements were designed to cover up 
mere than they told. He was up to his eye- 


‘brows in the scandalous Dixon-Yates contract. 


Generally speaking President Eisenhower's 
replacements in the Cabinet have been im- 
provements on his first choices. The Weeks- 
Strauss change is a clear case of six of one 
and half dozen of the other.

Republicans here have been fight- 
ing Republicans in a power struggle 
that has toppled party fortunes from 
a peak reached in 1946-48, when 
both of Missouri’s United States Sen- 
ators and a majority of its Congress- 
men and state legislators were Re- 
publican, to a point where the G.O.P. 
holds practically no major office 
and even faces the threat of losing 
oe of the lesser ones it does con- 
tr 


“Who wants to run for office when 
you know some of your party leaders 
will be financing and supporting 
your Democratic opponent?” de- 
mands a young St. Louis lawyer. 

A leading G.O.P. fund-raiser here 
emphasizes the party’s plight by 
noting that “the businessmen I know 
are just tired of pouring money down 
a rathole.” 

And a downstate party official re- 
ports: “It’s getting harder all the 
time to find Republicans to ring 
doorbells and man the polls.” 

The G.O.P.’s predicament in this 
border state should be a dramatic 
and tragic lesson for Republicans

state, intra-party fighting goes on, 
making many headlines but few elec- 
tion victories. 

Though the Republicans have con- 
trolled Missouri’s State House for 
only one term in the last 25 years, 
when Forrest Donnell of St. Louis 
was Governor from 1940 to 1944, 
the G.O.P. has done well in other 
offices in the not-too-remote past. 


Mr. Donnell went to the United 
States Senate in 1944, and was joined 
there in 1946 by G.O.P. Senator 
James P. Kem of Kansas City. That 
year, the Republicans also won eight 
out of 13 United States House seats, 
and’ 100 out of 154 séats in the State 
House of Representatives. 


Today, the Republicans hold no 
statewide office and no United States 
Senate seat. They are down to one 
Congressman, Representative Thom- 
as Curtis of suburban Webster 
Groves, who is fighting desperately 
for re-election. Their State Legisla- 
ture representation is down to 13 of 
34 Senators, and 64 of 157 House 
members. 

Half the offices in St. Louis coun- 
ty, once a G.O.P. stronghold, are 
now lost to the party. In 1956, Mis- 
souri was one of only seven states 
to go for Democratic presidential 
candidate Adlai Stevenson. 


“Missouri always tended to be 
Democratic, but never overwhelm- 
ingly so,” says a G.O.P. leader here. 
“It was always definitely a two-party 
state. Now it’s in danger of becom- 
ing a one-party state.” | 

The storm center of the Missouri 
Melee—-Barak ‘TT. Mattingly, one-time 
state chairman and national eommit- 
teeman from Missouri and long-time 
power-behind-the-throne— has been 
dead since July, 1957, but rival 
G.O.P. factions are still referred ‘to 
as “Mattingly” and “anti-Mattingly” 
forces. 

This year, the Republicans had a 
major problem in finding strong 
candidates; It’s understandable that 
the Republicans aren't racing to take 
on popular Democratic Senator Sym- 
ington, who’s out to run up a big

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 27 
(AP)—Papa Bear George Halas 
arouses animosity among West 
Coast pro football adherents on 
a week to week basis. 

In the latest episode, an infu- 
riated San Francisco 49er fan| 
tossed a punch at him during 
halftime yesterday and landed 
in jail. 

That made three straight Sun- 
days that the 63-year-old owner 
and coach of the Chicago club 
has become an object of acri- 
mony—first when the 49ers lost 
in Chicago, then when Los An- 
geles lost there and finally as 
the Bears won here. 


Three weeks ago San Fran- 
cisco Coach Frank Albert 
charged Halas influenced the 
officiating as the 49ers lost 
28-6. Then an assistant Ram 
coach declared someone was 
tapping his telephone conversa- 
tion to the Los Angeles bench. 

And there were general com- 
plaints that Halas strayed out 
of the coaching confines be- 
tween the 40-yard lines. 

With that background the 
crowd of 59,441 in Kezar Sta- 
dium flexed its vocal muscles 
with mighty boos for Halas and 
his Bears as they took the field. 

That noise became crescendo 
in the second quarter with the 
Bears leading, 10-7.

Leo Nomellini recovered a 
fumble by Chicago's Willie 
ee at the San Francisco 


Backfield Judge George 
Smita overruled, saying he had 
blown his whistle ending the 
play before the fumble. After 
a huddle, watched closely by a 
gesturing Halas at the sideline, 
the officials awarded the ball 
to Chicago. 

For six minutes the howls 
of anguish drowned out even 
the public address system. At 
the intermission, Albert, Halas 
and some players conferred 
with officials at midfield. 

As the session broke up, 
some fans swarmed onto the 
field and one swung at Halas.

MARSHALL NEILAN, SILENT 


FILM ERA DIRECTOR, DIES | 


HOLLYWOOD, Oct. 27 (AP) 
—Marshall (Mickey) Neilan, 
madcap director who could 
make and spen $15,000 a week 


in the silent film era, died 
last night of cancer at the 
movie industry's hospital. He 


was 65 years old. 
“This is a great town,” he 
once said when his luek had 


turned sour. “One year I made | 


$15,000 a week. The next I 
couldn’t get 15 cents.” 

Mr. Neilan entered films in 
1909 and quickly became a top 


writer, director and producer. | 


Mary Pickford reportedly paid 
him $150,000 to direct “‘Rebec- 
ca of Sunnybrook Farm.” A 
large banking firm set him up 
with Marshall Neilan produc- 
tions in 1925. He had his own 
studio and a drawing account 
of $10,000 a week.

the bad guys with. He has a gun, but he’d rather belt the 
bad uns with his cane.

THAT opened up an interesting line of speculation so

At one point Masterson is asked 
why he isn't going to blow town rather than face the gun- 
fire of the villain. “He said a mean thing to me,” replied 
Masterson petulantly.

And the town 
jodge says: “You can't kill a man after you said you would 
in front of witnesses. It’s against the law.” First time I've 


ever heard anyone say killing folks was against the law in

Case of the Anxious Mother Taking Peek Behind 
A Man’s Cuff Links 


By John F. Allen 


IT WAS a dreadful diagno- 
sis, one of the worst a doctor 
can make or a patient hear; 
possible cancer of the lung. 

And it came as a fearful 
blow to Mrs. Margaret Austin, 
at 65, a widow with four grown 
and married children, a young- 


er son who just had been draft- °° 


ed into the Army. 

It had started with a con- 
stricted feeling in her neck 
and a nagging cough. It had 
gone on to a loss of weight, 
sleepless nights, a feeling of 
general misery and worry. 

Mrs. Austin went to a doctor 
with her complaints. In the 
course of an examination he 
X-rayed her chest. There on 
the film was a deformity of the 
mediastinum, the broad wall 
that runs down the middle of 
the chest, separating the two 
lung cavities. 

Like utility pipes and wires 
in the wall of a house, there 
are in this chest wall the major 
blood vessels running to and 
from the heart, the gullet 
which carries food to the stom- 
ach, the windpipe and its major 
by-paths to the lungs. 


These passages to the 
lungs—the bronchial tubes— 
are frequently involved in 
lung cancer, and such can- 
cer often leads to swollen 
lymph glands in the area, and 
to just such a distortion as 

. shewed on Mrs, Austin’s X-

These facts, plus the com- 
plaints of throat constriction 
and-loss of weight, added up 
in doctor’s mind to a strong 
suspicion of cancer.

Mrs. Austin had first noticed 
the constriction in her throat 
just after her youngest son 
had been drafted.

“apple of her eye.” It became 
equally apparent that she was 
a doting and over-protective 
mother, that the final severing 
of the apron string that joined 
her and her youngest had been 
a terrible emotional blow.

body and had led to a condi- 
tion medical men call “globus 
hystericus.” This is better 
known to the poet and the pop- 
ular song writer as the familiar 
old “lump in the throat,” wide- 
ly attributed to young girls as 
they watch their lovers leave 
for parts unknown. 


Glebus hystericus is a 
symptom of strong emotion, 
caused by the tightening of 
the small muscles of the neck 
and throat. In Mrs. Austin it 
was severe enough to pro- 
duce a cough, a loss of ap- 
petite, sleepless nights and 
general debility. 


Carefully the internist ex- 
plained this new diagnosis. 
Mrs. Austin, tremendously re- 
lieved that the verdict of pos- 
sible lung cancer had been re- 
versed, willingly accepted the 
explanation, soon sensibly lost 
much of her anxiety over her 
son. She returned to normal 
health. 

Meanwhile, in order to make 
certain beyond the shadow of 
a doubt that cancer was not 
present, repeat X-ray pictures 
of her chest were taken at 
gradually increasing intervals. 
At the end of two years, with 
the deformity still unchanged, 
the internist felt he could fi- 
nally and completely rule out 
cancer. What then had caused 
the deformity? Perhaps some- 
thing she was born with; per- 
haps an early bit of scarring 
from pneumonia or some other 
infectious disease. 

The good judgment and 
imagination of the internist 
had saved Mrs. Austin from a 
dangerous exploratory opera- 
tion In search of a cancer that

NEW YORK, Oct. 27 (UPI) 

A MAN’S JEWELRY can 
supply the key to his person- 
ality, says Dr. Joyce Brothers, 
the psychologist who shot to 
fame on a television quiz show. 


Men think they wear jew- 
elry because it’s useful, but 
actually the reason goes 
deeper than that, she as- 
serted. When a man puts on 


an inferiority complex, look- 
ing for security, or display- 
aS feminine tendencies, she 
said. 


The attractive young psy- 
chologist became a top quiz 
winner through her knowledge 
of boxing and now has her 
own program—giving advice to 
housewives. She has written 
her second book and also 
writes magazine articles. 


“Throughout the animal 
kingdom, the male has unusual 
plumage, a corlorful facade to 
attract the female,” she said. 
“In some countries, the male 
still openly dresses the same 
way. Take the bull fighter. It’s 
hard to imagine a more beau- 
tifullly dressed man, even to 
ribbons in the hair. The Arabs 
also wear colorful robes and 
head-dresses.” 


Until the Middle Ages 
brought sleeves to the wrist, 
men wore bracelets on both 
arms, above and below the el- 
bow. The first bracelets came 
from guard bands worn by 
archers and soldiers. 


In the reign of Henry VIII, 
men of noble and aristocratic 
birth put on jewelry lavishly.

A man 
also has a choice of about 
two-dozen other items, such 
as searf pins, gold pocket 
knives, gold monogrammed 
umbrella handles, belt 
buckles and gold latch keys. 


“But because of his puritan 
heritage, the American male 
today is extremely conservative 
with .his jewelry,” said Dr. 
Brothers. 

“In areas where it is not the 
custom to wear lots of jewelry, 
deviating from the pattern in- 
dicates insecurity. By wearing

Football has succeeded baseball and the chrys- 
anthemums have succeeded the petunias. Chrys- 
anthemums are ideal flowers for the “cheating 
gardener.” You know, the one who doesn’t really 
grow the flowers but buys them potted and in full 
bloom and sets them out in the garden just before 
the bridge club visits. Usually I am too virtuous— 
and thrifty—to buy full grown blooming plants for 
the garden but at this time of the year I cannot 
resist the chrysanthemums. 


“Where did those come from?” the man of the house 
asks. 

“They've just started to bloom,” I evade. “Aren’t they. 
pretty?” 

As the mums go out, the tuberous begonias and gera- 
niums come in. I’m storing the begonia tubers in sand and 
peatmoss according to directions I read somewhere but the 
idea for geranium storage comes from my gardening neigh- 
bor, Mrs. B., who has 10 green fingers. She advocates 
taking them out of the ground or pots before the first 
freeze, shaking all the dirt off the roots, then tying them 


in bunches, and hanging them in a cool corner in the base-~ 


ment. In January you put them in pots of dirt and when 
they start to show signs of life, you can take cuttings off 
the top and root them in sand. The cuttings usually bloom 
more freely than the old plants. 


If this interferes with anything Eleanor Mc- 
Clure told your garden club, you do it her way. 
But this method worked satisfactorily for me last 
year. 


The other day as I worked in the garden I came across 
the spongy mass that I refer to as “that horrible fungus 
on the big oak tree.” I hacked it into pieces and burned it. 
The next day I saw a picture in the paper—a collector's 
item, a giant sized oak mushroom just like ours. I still 
don’t like anything that attaches itself, leech-like to our 
grandfather oak. That tree is living on borrowed time. 

As you go about the fall chores, bringing in the sum- 
mer bulbs, setting out the spring ones, the tree boughs 
rustle overhead with squirrels doing their aerial acrobatics. 
The brown leaves float to the ground and a sudden breeze 
sends them scraping down the sidewalk. It is a chill re- 
minder to hurry for winter is on the way. We will soon 
have crossed “the golden line.”

Life in Ancient Greece

THE LAND KNOWN as 


Greece was the home of a great 


race of people during ancient 
times. These people were later 
in becoming civilized’ than 
those of Egypt or bylonia, 
but afte? they got started, they 
worked ahead of all, 

Greece ig divided Into two 
main parts. The lower part is 
almost an island, but a atrip of 
land joins it to the northern 
section. 

Near the lower end of the 
isthmus, a walled city was built 
long ago, It was known as My- 


eS cenae. Although the city fell 


to ruin, selentists have found 
many remains of the residents. 
We know that they were among 
the pioneers in developing the 
use of metals for tools and 
other purposes. 

Objects made of gold, sil- 
ver, copper, bronze and glass 
have been found at Mycenae. 
Among the objects are la- 
dies, spoons and bowls. 


Lions were carved in stone 
above a gate which led into the 
city. The lions resemble some 


of the works which had been 
sculptured in Babylonia. 


The earliest Greeks seem to 
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have entered the country about 
5000 years ago. It is believed 
that they were relatives of the 
Babylonians and _ Persians. 

The men, women and chil- 
dren who moved into Greece 
were fortunate. Their new land 
was filled with natural beauty, 
They found the climate mild, 
and the air was pleasant to 
breathe. 


The seas around Greece 
are dotted with islands, large 
and small, Many of the early 
Greeks went to those islands 
to live. 


Sailors and merchants from 
Phoenicia traveled around. the 
Mediterranean sea, and in due 
course reached the coasts of 
Greece. They exchanged goods 
with the residents and, More 
important, taught them the-Jet- 
ters of an early alphabet It 
seems that the Phoenicians had 
learned the alphabet from the 
Egyptians, or else from people 
who had had contact with 
Egypt.
